New York Letter. 


New York Crry, Oct. 20, 1890. 


| To the Editors of Quincy Patriot: 


To the young man who comes to this 
|city, the metropolis of America, to estab- 
lish himself in life, there constantly recurs 
some thought of home, some fond remem- 
| brance of his birthplace and the impulse to 
| write his old friends, to talk with them 
through the columns of their time-honored 
weekly paper becomes irresistible. This 
| feeling (home-sickness you may call it if 
you will) must be my excuse for asking a 


| corner of your valuable space wherein to 


chatter about New York City and its im- 
pressions on a former Quincy boy. 

The first impression one has who enters 
metropolitan life, I think, is the lonesome- 
ness of this great city. I have read of the 
solitude of primeval forests, of the awful 
sense of being at the mercy of old ocean 
when at sea, but nowhere can one be so 
utterly alone as in the heart of a great 
strange city, teeming with a multitude of 
people one does not know and to whom his 
arrival is no more than a drop of rain in 
the sea. As the months go by acquaint- 
ances are formed, friendships perhaps, but 
still every morning as you go to business, 
they are strange faces that you see on the 
street, in the car, and on the ferryboat. 
Always changing, seemingly never taking 
the same direction, you begin to wonder, 
even after a year’s residence, whether one 
ever gets familiar with the city or its in- 
habitants. You may live for years here in 
New York and not know who is your next 
door neighbor, although you both ascend 
the steps of your homes, leaning on the 
same balustrade. Nay, you may room, if a 
bachelor, in the same house and never 


jhave more than a bowing acquaintance 


with the man on the same floor as you. 

This mode of life has its advantages, of 
course, but it is a lonely and desolate one. 
To a young man coming to New York to 
make it his home, the most feasible plan is 
of course to board, but as soon as he can 
afford it, let him take a furnished room 
and get his meals at a restaurant or mod- 
erate priced hotel, for there is nothing 
quite so terrible asa New York boarding 
house as it is usually run. All the stale 
boarding house jokes apply to its food, and 
if perchance you happen on one that gives 
a decent table-d-hote, the price will be 
found more suited to the income of a rail- 
Toad president than to that of an obscure 
clerk, You say as you read this article, 
“Well, how can one stay in such a place, 
under such conditions, how can one carve 
out a career for himself."’ That is an ex- 
tremely hard question to answer, but I 
believe it to be this:—There is about life in 
New York city a fascination that can be 
found no where else. I mean by this, more 
especially business life. As you walk for 
instance, down lower Broadway and turn 
down Wall street, the scene of so many 
brilliant, worldly successes, and alas! so 
many unhappy failures, you feel a certain 
exhilaration as you jostle against million- 
aires and statesmen, great legal lights, and 
men who direct the financial operations of 
half the world in the thought that you are 
& part (a very small part perhaps, but still 
a part) of the life they are living, that you 
help to keep the machinery running in 
perfect order, and cherishing way down in 
your heart a secret ambition that some day 
your’s may be the hand that holds the 
lever, where now you are a humble work- 
man, whose only duty is to keep part of 
this gigantic engine oiled. 

Ah! how many, many of that vast army 
that tread their way to their desks, day by 
day, harbor that secret hope. The fulfil- 
ment cannot come to all, but how poor and 
hopeless our lives would be without that 
“sacred fire."’ This is what keeps one up 
in his most gloomy moments, this spurs 
you on to your otherwise dull routine of 
work; this makes even the landlady’s 
toughest steaks seem juicy morsels, and the 
most cheerless box of a room the bed 
chamber of a king. 

I do not mean to say this fascination is 
confined to New York city, but it certainly 
exists to a more considerable degree there. 
Take an old New Yorker who has lived all 
his life in the city, and he is the most 
wretched of mortals away from it. A short 
two-hour trip to Philadelphia is like a 
journey to Europe to him. An elderly 
bachelor friend of mine, who was obliged 
once to go to Chicago on a business errand, 
actually packed three trunks besides his 
hat box and travelling bag for a three days’ 
visit. On his return he told me he felt as 
if he had been “around the world and gone 
a year."’ This is only one instance of the 
affection such old-time New Yorkers have 
for the metropolis. Scores of them send 
their families away during the summer 
months to the fashionable watering places, 
remaining themselves in the city, with the 
exception of an occasional trip to their 
country homes, asserting in the most 
solemn maaner, that “it was much more 
comfortable in New York.” 

New York city is the Mecca whither all 
the representative men in the winter turn 
their steps to round off a career with me- 
tropolitan success and fame. On Broadway 
its most famous artery, you may see every 
nationality of the earth. On either side, 


, | the most magn 


ificent business buildings of 
the whole world rear their mighty fronts, 
while within their walls the wealth ofa 
nation is represented. 

It would seem that the city had surely 
gotten its growth, but far-sighted business 
men look forward to the time when Brook- 
lyn, Long Island City, and Jersey City 
perhaps, will all be only annexed districts 
of the “greater New York,” and when 
the northward development of the metrop- 
olis will only be limited by the confines of 
Westchester county. B.

Initial Trip of the Plymouth. 


| — 


| The new steamboat Plymouth of the 
Fall River line is completed, and is now 
jready for service in connection with the 
fleet with which she is to consort, She 
made her first trip between Fall River 
aod New York on Thursday night, Nov.6. 

The Plymouth is a beautiful craft to 
|!ook upon. Her proportions are excellent, 
}and her lines are as delicate and graceful 
| as those of an artistic piece of sculpture. 
| Her model insures ease and comfort and 
safety in the water; and, if she does not 
prove a good sea boat and fast sailer, then 
the “calculations’’ of many good judges 
of marine construction will be sadly at 
fault. 

The dimensions of the Plymouth are as 
follows; Length on water line, 351 feet 8 
inches; length over all, 566 feet; beam, 
moulded, 50 feet; breath over guards, a- 
bout 86 feet; depth, moulded at lowest 
pont of sheer, 21 feet. Like the Pilgrim 
and Puritan, the Plymouth is constructed 
on the double hull, bracket plate ani longi- 
tudinal system, every effort having been 
directed toward securing absolute 
for the ship as regards sinking or destruc- 
tion by fire. 

The general finish of the 
the saloons and staterooms of the Ply- 
mouth is in panels of the same style as 
found in the Puritan, and nearly of the 
same tinting and ornamentation. The 
quarter-deck is finished in figured panels 
and differs from that of every other boat 
of the line. The flooring is of fine Mosaic 
work, as are the floors of the more im- 
portant rooms contiguous. On one side of 
this deck forward is the purser’s office, 
and on the opposite the barber's shop, 
while midway between the two is the single 
flight stairway leading to the grand saloon. 

The staterooms are arranged mainly in 
two tiers along each side of the saloon and 
gallery decks. Of parlor rooms there are 
15; and these are identical in finish, fur- 
nishings and ornamentation with those of 
the Puritan.

Household Receipts. 


LYONNAISE PorTaTOEs. Twelve potatoes | 
boiled until nearly done; whea cold slice 
oreut into dice. Chop tine one onion. 
Put a tablespoonful of butter into the 
frying pan, put in the onion, and let it fry 
two minutes; add the potato dice and fry 
five m‘nutes, stirring constantly; then add 
butter, salt and pepper to taste. 

Prune PuppinG. Make a small mould 
of lemon jelly.

Sick Children. 


When little ones are suffering pain we 
tind the application of hot flatirons wrapped 
in old bits of canton flannel (or even the 
stove plates) to their feet, and the spots 
they complain of, will often relieve them 
as quickly as they are found to be sweating.

The Game of Chance. 


The New Orleans lottery is not the only 
kind of game of chance in which the pub- 
lic likes to risk its money. Many of en- 
dowment orders have the element of chance 
in them strongly enough to tempt the av- 
erage man. But the Boston Commercial 
Bulletin explains as follows how the Golden 
Grail’s figures may be interpreted: 

It is announced that the holders of the 
first maturing certificates received last Sat- 
urday $100 for only $47 expended during 
the six monthsterm. Now there js nothing 
remarkable in the fact of these payments; 
they could as readily be made on an expen- 
diture of a less sum. The order started 
with 100 names, and now numbers 8000 
members, and is claimed to be increasing 
at the rate of 1700 monthly. It will be 
seen that to raise the $12,300 paid on the 
first batch of certificates maturing only 
one-quarter of a month's assessments on 
the membership is necessary, but at the 
same time the hollowness of the whole 
thing is exposed. The payments are ap- 
parently coming on rapidly. During this 
week at two other ‘“‘commanderies’’ certifi- 
cates have matured to the amount of $34,- 
000, a total of $46,300 within a week. The 
“Keeper of Records’ so called, told of the 
order’s ability to pay its demands, owing 
to its present fund of $100,000, which is 
growing every day; we should say it would 
need to grow. 

Taking the present membership at 8000 
and supposing that the rate of growth as 
stated, 1700 per month continues, that is, 
that growth is maintained despite the with- 
drawal of those whose certificates have ma- 
tured (conditions calling for, say 3000 new 
entrants per month); this will give the 
order a membership of 18,200 in six months 
from this date. Meanwhile it is plain that 
the certificates of the present 8000 members 
will have matured, calling on the basis of 
$100 each for $800,000. Now what means 
has the order withwhich to pay this amount? 
The assessments on the 8000 members at 
the rate of $47 for the six months will yield 
$576,000; the assessments from the new 
entrants who make up the net gain in‘mem- 
bership of 1700 monthly will yield $279,650, 
and there is $100,000 in the treasury fund; 
a total of $755,650 with which to pay $300,- 
000. And this is not all for the new en- 
trants (reckoned above at 3000 per month) 
on the basis of $47 assessments in six 
months, will have contributed nearly $500,- 
000. According iu our estimates this has 
all disappeared, leaving matured obligations 
to the amount of about $45,000 unpaid, 
and certificates in the hands of members not 
yet matured, which amount on their face 
to $1,820,000.

A New Way to Save Money. 


o 


A society which has for its object the 
encouragement of the saving of small 
sums of money has recently been organized 
in Boston. It has for its founders a 
number of philanthrophic people who 
realize the importance of inculcating in 
children habits of thrift and frugality. 
Similar organizations have been established 
in New York and Baltimore, patterned after 
the postal savings banks of Europe, con- 
ducted under the auspices of the govern- 
ments. The central offiee in Boston Is at 
36 Bromfield street, where Miss Gertrude 
Jacobs, the cashier, keeps on hand a supply 
of stamps of different denominations, 
from one to ten cents. There are thirteen 
local stations in different parts of the city, 
which receive their supplies of stamps 
from the central office. With the stamps 
cards are given, which are marked off into 
sections, each large enough to hold a stamp. 
To each person wishing to become a de- 
positor the local treasurer gives a card and 
sells stamps to the amount of the deposit. 
These stamps must be pasted on the card. 
When a depositor has a filled card (or one 
representing $1 or more) he may deposit it 
at the central office and obtain a pass book, 
in which will be entered the number of his 
card and the amount of his deposit. The 
object of issuing the pass book is to provide 
asafe piice for deposit for stamp cards, 
and the pass book is simply evidence of 
such deposit. If a stamp card is lost the 
loss falls on the depositor. If a pass book 
is lost another will be issued. Future de- 
posits of stamp cards will be entered in 
this pass book. 

No interest is allowed on these deposits; 
but when the sum deposited by any indi- 
vidual amounts to $5 the association ad 
vises the depositors to withdraw the same, 
and deposit in some savings bank where it 
will draw interest. When a depositor 
wants his money he has only to present his 
card at the station where they were pur- 
chased, sign a receipt and receive his deposit. 
The society explicitly states that it is nota 
savings bank, but an agency for the encour- 
agement of forming a habit of saving odds 
and ends that would otherwise be frittered 
away, The system is very simple. The 
book-keeping is done entirely in one office, 
and the local agents can transact their 
business with only a minimum amount of 
trouble. 


Aun Ejjicient Quartermaster.

The man- 
ner in which the figures of mortgage in- 
debtedness are continually shifting 
illustrated in the case of Pettis county, 
Mo. In 1885 its land company mortgages 
amounted to $391,315; by 1889 thirty per 
cent. of these had been paid off. In 1885 
there were $137,826 local loans on mort- 
gages; five years later sixty per cent. had 
been paid off. During the last five years 
$1,810,682 of mortgage indebtedness has 
been recorded in the country, two-thirds of 
it to land companies, yet the total existing 
indebtedness is only $1,088,402, one-quarter 
of which is owneuat home. This is only 
one-tenth of the valuation of the country. 
The increase in valuation since 1880 is 
three times the present indebtedness. The 
mortgage debt is not a sign of distress or 
| poverty, but a factor of development and 
jenterprise. Yet the free trade papers are 
| addicted to piling up the figures of mort- 
gages in the western counties and states,
